SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Gang Bang also known as Optical disk Asian title - disk reference 
number DK3063 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and the publication promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to participate in, or 
submit to, sexual conduct. 

The publication comprises two scenes, each of which explicitly depicts a young-looking 
female wearing a school uniform being raped by a group of men. The dialogue is in 
Japanese. The effect of the dress, manner and facial appearance of the females 
concerned is to give the impression that they are young persons, and therefore that 
young persons are valid sexual partners. The publication clearly presents sexual 
violence as a sexually arousing and viable activity. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed 
to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes, and that promote and support the use of violence and 
coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct.
